Concerning claim 1, it is noted that line citations to Blumenau have already been presented that show "the step of creating redirection 
information indicating an identity of secondary content to be accessed by the requesting device in addition to the initial content in the initial 
request; and providing the redirection information to the requesting device, such that the requesting device accesses both the secondary 
content from the secondary content source as well as the initial content from the initial content source" as requested by the applicant in 
the remarks. See the action dated 8/17/2005 for more detail. Since Blumenau's system has the ability to send the redirection information 
anywhere in the network, it is obvious that it could send the information directly to the requesting device. 

Concerning the combination of Blumenau and Shuster, it is maintained that the stated motivation is sufficient motivation to combine the 
references. It is further noted that this motivation comes directly from the prior art (see paragraph 12 of the action dated 8/1 7/2005) and is 
not taken from the applicant's disclosure.
